Startling figures relating to murder 
cases in Chicago are given in a state 
ment iasued yesterday by the Chicago 


crime commission. It shows eighty- 
six now awaiting trial for mur- | 
der in the Criminal courts and one 
case, that of Harvey W. Church, now 
on trial. 

“ince the first of this year,” the 
statement continues, “217 persons 
have been tried for murder, but less 
than one in four were convicted, and 
only six death sentences were imposed, | 
one of these being on. the now missing 
‘Tommy ’ O’Connor. 

“Only thirty-six of the eighty-six de- 
fendants awaiting trial are in jail. Six 
of the others have not yet been cap- 
tured, and the other forty-four are out 
on \bonds ranging from $1,000 to

so it is inevitable that: a certain 
sort of international “expert ” will be 
‘ screaming that, the world is threatened 
by an Anglo-American imperialism, It 
may be worth while to say a word or 
so to dispel this idea. 

Let us bear in mind that the Wash- 


ington ¢onference, whose results may | 


be the corner stone of the organized 
peace of the world, is a conference of 
withdrawal and abstinence, self-re- 
straint, and mutual restraint, with re- 
gard to China and the Pacific; its keen 
idea is the cessation of aggressions 
upon weaker or less advantageously 
_cireumstanced people. 
No Thought of World Rule. 


If, America and her kindred nations 
are most active in pressing for such 
results, it is not that they are moved 
by any thoughts of world prejom- 
inance, but by liberal ideas that are the 
monopoly of no race and people. It is 
their fortunate lot to have been most 
accessible to such ideas and to be able 
now to play the leading, most powerful 
part in establishing them in the world. 

But these ideas ha@ve a broader basis 
and claim @ wider allegiance than 
merely that of the English speaking 
peoples. Liberalism, the idea of great 
nations of free citizens, held together by 
bonds of mutwal confidence, roots very 
wide and deep im humanity. It derives 
from the great traditions of the Greek 
and Roman republics and from the 
traditions of freedom of the Scandi- 
navian and Teutonic peoples. 


Seed of England and France. q 
The America of today did not grow 
from American seed. Let America 
bear that in mind. The American idea 


in the seventeenth and eighteenth cen- 
turles. France cannot destroy the 
greatness of her past or the greatness 
of her future by a phase of momentary 
folly with her submarines and Sene- 
galese, her Polish ally, and all the rest 
of it. 

All peoples have such lapsed. A few 
years ago Britain was disgusting with 
her jingaistic imperialism.

AMERICAN HELP FOR | 
EUROPE. 

Mr. Silas Strawn joins Mr. Arthur Reynolds, 

Mr. James Simpson, and other American men of 

_ affairs, recently returned from first, hand observa- 

tion of European conditions, in emphasizing Amer- 

ica’s interest in their correction. Mr. Strawn re- 

minds us that the American farmer cannot sell his 

surplus grain unless Europe is enabled to buy it, | 


and the same is true of our manufactures. We 
shall not see a return of normal American pros- 
perity until Hurope can buy from us and we can 

_ afford to sell to 
That necessary balance is obstructed by serious 
obstacles which are not to be easily and promptly 
removed. It is-highly advisable that the American 
people, and especially their leaders and makers of 
policy, shopld understand what the situation is 
‘and what is essential to its correction. A book 
‘written by two Chicago experta—Mr. John Bass 
and Prof. Harold G. Moulton—and entitled “ Amer- 
ica and the Balance Sheet of Europe,” is a notable 


of tf situation and the problems it pre 


sents. A reading of it will dispose of the superficial 
proposals and, we confess, of the {llusory optimism, 
which do not help us to adopt a really constructive 
course of action. Especially important is the 
authors’ emphasis on the exiom that international 
debts cannot be paid in any substantial measure 
save by the exchange of ties; from which’ 
the implication is irresistible that an exclusive 
trade policy will block restoration at the threshold. 
This is a serious question for America, since we 
have developed vast industries under protection, 
and must be cautious in the formulation of a more 
liberal policy. But it is clear that we cannot sell 
.if we do not buy. America could survive a policy 


_ of exclusion which should let Durope go to the bow- 


wows. But America cannot prosper on the scale 
of her present development under any such policy. 
‘It is of the utmost importance, therefore, that 
congress should treat the tariff question not ac- 
cording to precedent and preconceptions but in 
_the light of the new conditions. An old fashioned, 
“rigid high tariff law would not only be disastrous 
to Europe out to our own ‘Chances of full restora- 
tion. 
Mr. Strawn speaks of the necessity of credit ex- 
tensions, And, of course, they will be . essential. 
But if we are not to make donation in the deceitful 


- guise of credits, we must require of European gov- 


ernments and peoples such a reformation of their 
fiscal practices and of their exclusive trade policies | 
as shall give us a fair expectation of being repaid 
in due time. So long as governments refuse to 


economize on their present lavish expenditures and) 


fear to resort to proper taxation of their people to 
balance expenditure with income, we cannot afford 
to Brant credits. So long as they indulge in.costly 
imperial-enterprises, maintain large armies, pour 
out volumes of paper currency, and keep up tariff 
walls which prevent the trade and codperative use 


' of mutual resources egsential to their economic 
_ recovery, America cannot afford to send her good 


money after bad. I? tvould not help Europe. It 
would put our own feet ina quicksand. 

What advantages we hold as the creditor of 
Europe and as the possessor of raw materials 
essential to European industry and life we must 
conserve and utilize to bring pressure on European 
governments in the interest of economy and con- 
structive policy, These problems should be taken 
up as soon as possible in an internatioual confer- 
ence, for the descent of Europe toward financial 
and economic chaos, begun with the Fe 
peace of Paris, is rapid and as yet hardly checked. 

The present conference, it seems, will produce 
helpful results, but it is only a beginning. An 
international economic and financial. conference 
should soon follow.

CURING EGG EATERS. | 
AYENNE pepper has been found 
an effective means of breaking 
hens of that ap tly incur- 
able habit. of eating eggs. For 
many years hunters have used cayenne 


pepper to break their bird dogs of the 


habit of sucking eggs, and poultrymen 
have found that egg eating hens have 


a dislike for the firelike pepper equally. 


as much as the hunter’s poinfer or 
setter. 

Idleness is one of the principal rea- 
sons that hens eat eggs. It is natural 
for them to pass the timqaway peck- 
ing eggs, water fountains, and any- 
thing else that strikes their attention. 
Broken eggs or soft shelled eggs also 
encourage the habit. This frequently 
happens in winter, when eggs some: 
times freeze and break. Growded nests 
that are exposed to the light cause 
hens to break eggs and eat them. 
Using big roomy nests that are dark- 
ened will help reduceé the practice. 


Hens also develop the habit of eat- 
ing eggs where their ration is not prop- 
erly balanced. Meat scraps or tankage 
should.be fed, along with the grain, to 
supply plenty of protein and prevent 
the hens from developing an abnormal 
appetite in cold weather. Keeping 
plenty of oyster shell or ground bone 
before them will help. 

To break hens of the habit, make a 
hole in the end of an egg, empty the 
shell, and fill it with stiff paste made 
with a teaspoonful of cayenne pepper 
and enough corn meal to fill the shell. 
Moisten the mixture and stuff the egg. 
Then put the fake egg in the nest.
